SPOT YOUR 


HE problem of how to pick one’s professional 
adviser has always been somewhat of a worry to 
the ordinary man. It was fairly easy to pick one’s 
doctor in the past since almost everyone needed a 
doctor at one time or another and one had only to 
ask one’s friends for the name of a doctor whom they 
could recommend. Since the medical profession has 
been nationalised it is even easier, as lists of medical 
practitioners are available at post offices. It was, and 
is, less easy to find professional men whose services 
one uses less frequently, such as solicitors or account- 
ants. The architect presents the greatest difficulty of all, 
for the majority will need an architect once at the most 
in a lifetime. The big corporation with a large build- 
ing project can go to one of the comparatively small 
number of architects with an established reputation and 
a nationally known name. The smaller client usually 
wants someone fairly near home. 

The R.1.B.A. and Allied Societies do help if called 
upon. For a larger project the President, R.1.B.A., will 
suggest names after consultation with the President of 
the Allied Society concerned. For smaller projects and 
private houses an enquirer is put in touch with the 
President or Chairman of the local Allied Society. 
Branch or Chapter who suggests names 

There are some who think that the R.1.B.A. Kalendar 
should be extended in scope to provide names and 
addresses of firms in private practice on a regional basis 
Quite apart from the practical difficulties and the con- 
siderably increased cost of the Kalendar if it were to 
take such a form, there are strong arguments against 
any such development. The Kalendar is the register 
of members of the R.I.B.A.. not a trade or pro- 
fessional directory. Of the total membership over half 
are in official or salaried employment. 

The only other publication to meet the need— if there 


is really a great need—is the British Data Services 


Selective List of Practising Architects: this is a loose-

kept up to date by the circulation of amendment slips. 
The service is provided on an annual fee basis and Is a 
commercial enterprise 

It is doubtful if there is really a need for anything 
more and it is not established that an individual does 
in fact have any real difficulty in finding an architect if 
he wants one. The Profession itself has set its face 
against individual advertisement, and rightly so. Neither 
the A.R.C.U.K. nor the R.I.B.A. permit the names of 
architects to appear in Chambers of Commerce direc- 
tories under classified headings of trades and professions. 
Even the appearance of an architect’s name in heavy 
type in the telephone directory is stated on page 12 of 
the notes appended to the A.R.C.U.K. Code of Pro- 
fessional Conduct to be “ undesirable.” 

Things being as they are in England, the announce- 
ment by an American firm of publishers of a forth- 
coming American Architects’ Directory is intriguing 
The publication is being sponsored by the American 
Institute of Architects and is being edited by a leading 
member of the profession in the United States. It is 
to provide information on some 11,000 architects and 
will have a geographical cross-index to all architects 
listed “ enabling readers to locate at a glance the lead- 
ing architects in a particular area.” Presumably it will 
not be confined to architects in private practice though 
the development of official architecture in the United 
States has not reached anything like the same propor- 
tions that it has in England. Information will be 
included on scales of fees, competitions, schools, etc 
The whole book is to cost twenty dollars, a price that 
at once puts it out of the range of the small building 
owner except through a reference library. So far there 
seems nothing very exciting about it. It little

COMPETITION SHORT CIRCUIT 

In the A.&B.N. of April 7 I wrote that I had heard 
that Mr. Gordon Tait’s prizewinning design for the 
English Electric Company’s new building on the Gaiety 
Theatre site was not to be built. I said, furthermore, 
that the company was thinking of approaching one of 
the other competitors. At that time I had not heard of 
Mr. Tait being asked to modify his design in any way. 
1 expressed myself strongly about the whole matter. 

My comment brought a polite but firm letter from 
the company saying that the matter had not yet been 
discussed by the Board and that therefore I could 
hardly be correct in what I said. 

Some weeks ago I wrote that nothing had been 
heard of the building for months. Now the full story 
is out, and was reported in Saturday’s Times. The 
competition all its designs are set aside. Dr. 
Charles Holden, who was one of the competitors, will 
be the architect. The design will be based on a scheme 
which he prepared before the competition. 

You will remember that Mr. Tait’s design was based 
on a slab block running down the centre of the site 
while Dr. Holden’s competition design was planned 
round a courtyard. Mr. Tait was asked whether he 
would modify his design in accordance with the com- 
pany’s preference for a courtyard layout. Mr. Tait felt 
unable to do this. And there we are. 

I hear that the Board was divided into three parties, 
those who wanted to retain Norman Shaw's facade and 
punch a few more holes in it. those who wanted a steady 
safe London-classical building and those who wanted 
the very latest thing. By their decision we are to be

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make due allowance for American élan in advertising. 
The announcement may mean little more than that 
each architect in the directory has a short codified note 
of his education, degrees. and principal buildings 
executed. If so, it is much the same facility as the 
British Data Services provide, and without constant 
amendment will quickly get sadly out of date. 

The professional attitude to advertisement is rather 
freer in America than in England where professional 
activities are carried out in a commercial climate not 
so extreme and bracing. It is unlikely that a directory 
of this nature would be sponsored or even approved by 
the R.I.B.A. who are unlikely to depart from the more 
reserved professional outlook traditional in this country.

L.C.C. Builds for Slough 


Slum Clearance Plans : Borough Council 


Unwise House Buying 
In view of the resumption of large- 
scale slum clearance, local authorities 
are being asked by the Minister of 


Housing and Local Government (Mr. 
Duncan Sandys) to assist in protecting 


The London County Council, as 
agents for Slough Borough Council, 
has started work on the building of 
314 houses for the latter Council on 
the L.C.C.’s big housing estate at 
Langley, Bucks. 


the public from ill-advised purchases 
of older houses likely to be included 
in slum clearance schemes. He has 
specially in mind people who wish to 
buy for their own occupation, includ- 
ing tenants who are considering the 
purchase of the homes they rent. 


This arrangement arises from a sug- 
gestion made by the then Ministry of 
Health some years ago when the 
Compulsory Purchase Order for the 
estate was confirmed. As a result, 
21 acres of the L.C.C.’s 256 acre site 
are being sold to Slough Council and 
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under an agreement between the two 
Councils, the L.C.C. will build the 
314 houses and undertake the neces- 
sary road, sewer and other work as 
agents for Slough. The development 
has been included in the L.C.C.’s 
contract with the main contractors for 
the estate, W. & C. French, Ltd. This 
is the first time that the L.C.C. has 
undertaken work on an agency basis 
on so large a scale. 

Slough Borough Council will pay 
the L.C.C. the due proportion of the 
total actual cost of the estate. It is 
too early to estimate closely what 
Slough’s contribution will be, but it is 
likely to be of the order of £600,000. 
Building on that part of the estate 
in the ownership of Slough is ex- 
pected to be completed towards the 
end of next year. 

The L.C.C.’s development at Lang- 
ley will comprise about 1,670 houses 
—apart from those for Slough—as 
well as a main shopping centre, some 
100 garages and other amenities. 
Building work will start later this 
year on the other L.C.C. estate in the 
Slough area—that at Farnham Royal 
(preparatory work is already in pro- 
gress). The total cost of developing 
the two estates will be in the region 
of £9,000,000.

There is frequently a useful link 
between the sound film and the film- 
strip. The latter provides excellent 
opportunity for detailed study of a 
particular aspect by giving the teacher 
or lecturer the facility for picture 
selection, whereas the value of the film 
lies in its ability to depict movement 
so essential for the successful por- 
trayal of many subjects. This link is 
admirably demonstrated in connection 
with a subject of much interest to the 
architect and builder, namely pre- 
stressed concrete. Diana Wylie, well 
known for her excellent productions 
on a wide variety of subjects, has two 


first rate film-strips on Prestressed 
Concrete (The Freyssinet System), 
made for the Prestressed Concrete 


Co. of London, to which strips com- 


prehensive lecture notes have been 
added by Mr. A. J. Harris, B.Sc., 
A.M.LC.E. The first strip tells of 
equipment and methods whilst the 


second deals with development and 
application. We are shown the cable 
being made and watch the stressing 
process, afterwards noting its applica- 
tion to a light footbridge constructed 
of identical precast elements. After 
explaining the main difference be- 
tween reinforced and _ prestressed 
concrete the second strip concentrates 
on solid construction, hollow con- 
struction, I Beams and the Flat Jack. 


The concluding frame and _ notes 
refer to the S00ft bridges being 
erected to Mr. Freyssinet’s design 
vear Caracas, Venezuela Other 


examples of the use of prestressed 
concrete in this strip are taken from 
Claerwen Dam, London Airport, the

The film on Prestressed Concrete 
was made by Verity Films for Con- 
crete Ltd. Certain parts of this film 
assume some specialised knowledge on 
the part of the viewer, hence the sug- 
gestion that the film-strips should be 
used as a preliminary to the showing 
of the film. The film, which has a 
running time of twenty-five minutes, 
deals with all aspects of pre-tensioned 
prestressed concrete as applied to 
building construction covering funda- 
mental principles, performance, test- 
ing and manufacture together with 
the fixing into position of precast 
units, design and cost. Animated 
diagrammatic work shows the general 
principles of both normal reinforced 
concrete and prestressed concrete 
with a final sequence showing a test 
demonstrating the greater rigidity of 
the latter. We see the manufacture 


of prestressed hollow floor slabs and 
are given three examples of the use 
of prestressed products in the con- 
struction of buildings. 


The cost of 


prestressed and normal concrete is 
compared, showing the make-up of a 
typical saving of 15 per cent in the 
direct cost of the prestressed product, 
There is also an illustration of the 
indirect saving due to an approximate 
10 per cent reduction of the load for 
which the frame and foundations 
have to be designed.

Plasterers’ Federation 
Function 


The National Federation of Plaster- 
ing Contractors held a dinner and 
dance at Cambridge on September 23

HE Worthing Technical High School is a 4-Form 
Entry Secondary Technical School for 600 boys 
and girls from 11-16, 17 or 18 years of age. It serves 
the Worthing district and other areas of West Sussex 


The school is the first to be built in a new system 
of construction, using precast prestressed concrete 
components. This system was fully described in the 
“Architect & Building News,” 1 July, 1954. In addition 
to this structural development, the object of the 
Ministry and the local Education Authority in under- 
taking the work was twofold: first, to investigate the 
educational requirements and resulting planning prob- 
lems of secondary technical schools and secondly to 
experiment in such fields as ceiling construction, floor 
finishes, lighting. furniture and equipment and kitchen 
design 
The Plan 

Because of the prevalence of strong winds from the 
south-west. the lack of interest in the immediate sur- 
roundings and the flatness of the site. the school was 
designed around a series of courts in an attempt to 
provide shelter, interest and variety 
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Worthing Technical High School 


The main centre of the plan is the social meeting 
place for the whole school. It consists of the hall and 
dining space which are separated only by a change of 
level, a row of columns and a few wide steps. They 
can be extended into two courts, one at dining space 
level entirely enclosed, with paving, planting and seats 
and linked to other parts of the school, the other at 
assembly hall level 2ft 6in lower, opening out to the 
south and forming an outdoor extension of hall and 
stage. Two classrooms have been planned as a small 
wing to the south of the stage; these can be used for 
music without too much disturbance to the rest of the 
school. Another short wing to the south of the dining 
hall provides two more classrooms in which small scale 
drama connected with the everyday teaching of English 
can take place. 

To the north-west of the assembly hall block is the 
court around which is planned most of the more 
specialised accommodation—the Science laboratories. 
Workshops, and the Arts and Craft Rooms (including 
Housecraft and Needlecraft) which are contained in a 
two-storey block. 

Both the Science and the Workshop blocks contain 
a classroom which it is intended should be used for 
class teaching related to the practical work in the block. 


In the Workshops block the classroom is equipped as 
a drawing office so that design and execution may be 
taught in logical sequence. The Biology laboratory is 
also linked with a garden “Workshop”, a heated green- 
house and an experimental garden. The Housecraft 
room at the other side of the court is linked with a 
kitchen and scullery for catering courses, with an 
adjacent classroom which can also be used as a small 
“restaurant” or as an extension of the main dining 
room. 

The more formal teaching accommodation is found 
in the four-storey block where “home bases” are 
provided for such subjects as Geography, History. 
Mathematics and Commerce. The reference library at 
the foot of the stairs is easily available to all these 
rooms. 

A separate drive (which gives access for 
deliveries to the Workshops) serves the kitchen and 
boiler house which are grouped together with the 
changing rooms, Housecraft and Catering rooms as the 
main producers and users of hot water. The kitchen 
is one of the first to be designed in accordance with 
the principles outlined in the Ministry’s Building Bul- 
letin No. 11 “The Design of School Kitchens”. Lava- 
tories. coatpegs and children’s lockers are dispersed in

small standard units throughout the school. The 
changing rooms (each large enough for two classes at 
a time) are adjacent to the gym and the hall. 


Development in the ‘‘intergrid’’ System 

It was never the intention to halt the work of design 
at the point reached at the time the first structure was 
undertaken. Even during the erection of the Worthing 
school it was seen that improvements could be effected. 
The details of the system were therefore subjected to 
continuous scrutiny and the range of the tests was 
extended; and, as a result, later structures are being 
taken in hand on a design known as “Intergrid Mark 2” 
which, whilst in no way differing in principle from 
Mark 1, embodies a number of improvements. These 
are briefly referred to below: 


Span of Beams 
It has been found possible. without in any way 
changing the vertical module of 10in, to provide for

longer spans, under normal loading, of both floor and 
roof beams. 

(a) In the cases of floor beams having very long 
secondary spans, the primary span can now be 
8 modules (26ft 8in) instead of 7 modules (23ft 4in). 

(b) Roofs having very long secondary spans can now 
have a primary span of 15 modules (SOft) instead of 
10 modules (33ft 4in). 

(c) Floor areas in which the primary and secondary 
spans are equal can now be II X 1i modules (36ft 8in 
square) as against a former 10 X 10 modules (33ft. 4in 
square). 

(d) In roof areas in which the primary and secondary 
spans are equal the limit is still 15 modules (SOft) as 
in (b) above. This limit is fixed, not by design, but 
by erection conditions. 

The foregoing roof loads (b) and (d) are based upon 
the use of wood-wool roof slabs instead of the heavier 
concrete slabs used in Mark |. The interaction between 
the concrete screed resting on the wood-wool and the 
top booms of the primary and secondary beams has 
been established experimentally. 

In multi-storey structures, cases arise in which the 
length of beam spans are limited by the bearing capa- 
cities of columns. 

The heavy type of box beam used for long spans at 
Worthing (in the gymnasium and the assembly hall) has 
been discarded. It has been found possible to design for 
the use of the same beam units as form the beams of 
normal spans, such as occur in classrooms etc. 


Structural Bracing 
In the case of the Worthing prototype. it was found 
possible, in the multi-storey blocks. to utilize the cast

zontal loads. In later structures, it was not always 
expedient to rely upon stair wells for lateral stability 
as they were frequently placed in positions which did 
not fit them for that function. Moreover, the execution 
of the in situ work had proved a slow process in relation 
to the rate at which the rest of the precast structure 
could be erected. 

A type of “structural cladding” has therefore been 
devised, which serves the desired purpose, and which 
adequately stiffens selected panels of the outer walls. 
The precast concrete cladding slabs are of a shape and 
outward appearance similar to those used in the Mark | 
design. There are, however, metallic connexions along 
the horizontal joints between the slabs themselves and 
along the vertical joints between the slabs and the 
columns which make it possible for the panels to act 
as cantilevers in resisting horizontal loads. 

Where lateral strength is needed along internal align- 
ments, two systems of structural partitions have been 
devised. In standard concrete blocks are em- 
ployed, formed to a herring-bone pattern with the joints 
normal to the compressive and tensile forces which are 
set up; alternatively, a poured slab may be utilized in 
situations in which erection has not necessarily to keep 
step with the adjacent framework.

Whether staircase wells are used structurally or not, 
been found desirable to construct them with

Alternative External Cladding 
The exposed aggregate cladding slabs of the type 
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used at Worthing offer opportunities for obtaining 
contrasts in the elevations of a structure and a very 
considerable range of textures and colours have been 
developed. 

A type of timber panel has also been devised suitable 
for fixing in an “Intergrid™ frame and it is proposed to 
offer it as an alternative to the exposed aggregate 
concrete cladding. in red oiled meranti. The two types 
of cladding are designed to be interchangeable: but 
whereas the limiting height in concrete is 20in. in 
timber it can be as much as Sft. The cladding can be 
formed horizontally or vertically. 


Inner Cladding and Partitions 

These elements are not regarded as part of the 
“Intergrid” system but the means of adopting them to 
the members of the “Intergrid” frame have to be con- 
sidered. Alternatives to those utilized in the Worthing 
prototype are available. 

Tests 

Further knowledge has been gained experimentally 
of the capabilities of the “Intergrid” type of con- 
struction. 

A number of tests to destruction of standard pre- 
stressed columns and of column-heads has indicated 
that there is a reserve of strength well above the figure 
arrived at by theoretical computations. 

It was initially thought desirable to encase the beam 
systems by fire-resisting ceilings and similarly 
the columns of multi-storey buildings. It has now been 
found by tests to destruction that an “Intergrid™ 
structure, under full load. provides weli over half-hour 
fire-resistance. As a result, the bottom booms of the 
primary and secondary beams can be embodied in the 
ceiling. whilst faces of columns do not need fire protec- 
tion.

ISTANBUL’S HELTON HOTEL 


ET in a private parkland with magnificent views 

overlooking the Bosphorus, the new Istanbul 
Hilton Hotel dominates the skyline of the “Mayfair” 
section of the city. Its high aesthetic standards and 
many unusual features are only to be expected from 
architects as well known as Skidmore. Owings and 
Merrill. whose collaboration with Professor Sedad 
Eldem, one of Turkey's foremost architects, give this 
hotel an arresting Turko-American flavour. The hotel 
is operated by Hilton Hotels International Inc., under 
a 20-year lease from the Turkish Republic Pension 
Fund. It is impeccably built by German contractors. 
with materials and internal fittings supplied from all 
the major Western-European countries. 

The entrance is quite the most imaginative | have 
yet seen; the canopy resembles a “flying carpet”, lined 
with gold mosaic, suddenly halted in mid-air. From 
the main entrance which leads directly into the lobby, 
a magnificent view through the hotel and terrace is 
obtained of the Bosphorus 


I was enchanted by the spaciousness and yet vitality 
of the lounge. The east and west walls are of solid 
sheets of glass set in aluminium frames; the south wall 
is constructed of Turkish tiles of vivid blue. The floor 
is travertine; the ceiling is perforated anodised alumin- 
ium with the lighting. speakers and air-conditioning 
inset. The Turkish carpets, hand-woven in Konya, are 
a beautiful moss green. while the furnishings are all 
shades of green, blue and turquoise with accents of 
purple, yellow and black. Striped silk cushions and 
a Turkish girl in national costume serving coffee add 
local flavour. 

The bedrooms are planned off a central corridor and 
each has its own bathroom and completely private 
balcony equipped with tables and chairs. I was im- 
pressed by the close attention to detail both in con- 
struction, planning and aesthetics which give the guest 
a feeling of restrained luxury and smooth efficiency. 
Electric light points are lavishly provided. As a 
woman, I particularly appreciated the attention given 
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to lights @ver the built-in dressing-table behind the 
closet door, which automatically illuminate on opening: 
as well as the more than adequate lighting over the 
extra large mirror in the bathroom. British hotels 
please copy! 

Each room has a large built-in closet extremely well 
fitted with drawer, shelving and hanging space. There 
is central heating throughout, and a portable air condi- 
tioner unit and also refrigerator are available on 
request. The colour scheme in each room is different. 
and all are charming. Mostly the colours are restful

Each floor is identical in planning, with double 
bedrooms, studio rooms and luxury suites; the latter 
can be made up by the addition of a varying number 
of rooms. The decoration of each floor varies, however. 
and each main corridor has a different coloured hand- 
woven carpet with the area at the lift entrance striped 
with black and white. 136 of the bedrooms have been 
equipped as sofa studio bedrooms, each with two bed- 
settee units, combined desk and dressing-table with 
formica top as well as built-in three channel radio and 
telephone table units, conveniently arranged in a corner 
between the divan and sofa bed. All the guest-room 
cabinet furniture. manufactured in Britain, is con- 
structed of solid teakwood. 

There are two night clubs; the Sadirvan supper club 
which serves an international cuisine incorporating 
Turkish and American specialities to the accompani- 
ment of a very lively Spanish band. This pavilion has 
large window walls on three sides, offset with deep blue 
half-spherical tiles. At night, the lights set in the cupola 
ceiling reflect on all three sides and give a mysterious 
and imaginative touch to a beautiful room. 

The Marmara bar ts situated on the roof high above 
the city, dominated by a magnificent domed roof, com- 
plete with a special lighting fitting which follows the 
entire curve of the construction. Forty metal fins with 
perforated designs taken from Turkish carpets converge 
on the centre to form a six foot diameter medallion, 
which has perforated and relief motifs of dragons 
symbolizing clouds. Hundreds of small lights concealed 
from behind shimmer through these perforations and 
create a fascinating effect. 

The Administrative offices are well sited and 
equipped. The kitchens, British built to American

designs, are not quite as successful as had been hoped 
and are at present being reorganised to enable more 
rapid service. The equipment is very up to date, 
including specially designed stainless steel preparation 
tables with roll edges incorporating the sinks and traps 
for garbage disposal. There is an excellent bread and 
pastry shop, butcher shop and fruit and vegetable pre- 
paration area and all areas through the kitchen and 
basement level are well ventilated by means of forced 
air and extractor units. 

All the electrical and telephone/radio equipment was 
supplied and installed by Siemens Electrical Engineer- 
ing Co. of Germany and was not only efficient in use 
but also very pleasing visually 

The hotel operates with only fifteen per cent foreign 
staff, and the remainder are Turkish nationals who have 
had to be trained from scratch; this has been a great 
handicap to the management. The European key 
personnel for bar and dining-room service are selected 
specialists who supervise, act as teachers and assist in 
training the Turks. The staff have been provided with 
tiled ceiling-to-floor locker rooms, automatic soap dis- 
pensers between the wash basins, electric hand-dryer 
units and showers. This emphasizes the high standards 
of hygiene so necessary in the maintenance of a first- 
class hotel. Cafeteria service is available to members 


of the staff entitled to meals on duty

NTIL the outbreak of war in 1939 the Ministry of 

Health issued an Annual Report devoted to 
Housing and Planning matters. as that Ministry was 
then responsible for both these subjects. These reports 
were interesting, useful and well-produced documents. 
They gave a comprehensive view of work in these fields 
and illustrated the main trend of events as seen from 
the unique vantage point of a Government Department 
Like many other reports their publication 
suspended with the advent of war. During the war 
responsibility for these subjects was divided. Housing 
remained with the Ministry of Health while town and 
country planning was transferred in 1943 to a newly 
created Ministry. which has since rejoiced in a variety 
of titles. So it came about that when the war was over 
and the Ministry of Health resumed its reports these 
contained an account of housing affairs but not of 
We had to wait until April, 1951, 
for a report on the latter. This took the form of a 
progress report covering the years 1943 to 1950. The 
report was an interesting document and made stimu- 
lating reading. It encouraged the public to think that 
the backlog having been cleared away, they might now 
expect an annual report. In the event, and for totally 
unexplained reasons. we have had to wait until last 
month for a further report, though the resultant docu- 
ment laconically notes that “it is intended to present 
Annual Reports in future.” 

The public are entitled to expect certain things of a 
report of this kind. A Minister of the Crown is giving 
an account of his stewardship, in this case for some four 
unreported years. His department is large and expen- 
sive and it controls or supervises the expenditure of 
literally thousands of million of pounds of the tax- 
payer's and ratepayer’s money. It exercises supervision 
over, and in some measure directs, the use of powers 
which can alter and shape the very nature of our way 
of life. We consider that a report on such widespread 
responsibilities affords an opportunity to explain to the 
public how the department’s work has progressed. Here 
is the place to show how policy is succeeding or failing. 
to assess general trends and to explain the nature and 
extent of our more serious problems. This is par- 
ticularly true of a period when housing and planning 
powers have been reunited in one department. The 
period has. what is more, been one of significant change 
Building controls have gone. the housing drive has 
achieved. at the least. great numerical success and all 
this has given town and country planning its first real 
At the same time an interesting and

The report which now appears is as miserably dis- 
appointing as it is tardy, and there seems as little excuse 
for either fault.

port. It covers several subjects, chapters being devoted 
to Housing, Local Government, Water and Sewerage. 
Planning Minerals, New Towns, Local Government 
Finance and Wales. The chapters are copiously illus- 
trated by appendices and tables which are collected at 
the end of the report, except in the case of New Towns 
where the tables are, inconsistently, placed at the end 
of the relevant chapter 


The first important defect of the report as a useful 
guide is that it lacks balance and a sense of proportion; 
space is given to quite minor subjects. while topics of 
immense significance are dismissed with a brief and 
uninformative note. In this connection it is interesting 
to observe that the chapter Planning explains 
developments over some four years in the City of 
London in twenty lines; the County of London is dealt 
with in a mere seven lines. The result of this dispro- 
portion is that the report fails to convey a coherent and 
balanced picture of the realms with which it purports to 
deal. Secondly, the report is a mass of incomplete in- 
formation. Often a half or two-thirds of a subject is 
discussed and usefully illustrated, but because an im- 
portant part of the material is missing in almost every 
instance it becomes impossible to evaluate the meaning 
of that information which is given. This is illustrated 
by the material on acquisition of land. A table is given 
showing how some 32,000 acres of land has been com- 
pulsorily acquired by public authorities in the period 
concerned but no comparable information is given for 
the purchase of land by agreement. It is not therefore 
possible properly to understand the real and 
nature of land acquisition by the authorities; accordingly

the analysis which sets out the detailed nature of these 
acquisitions 1s largely meaningless 


Yet if the report fails to tell the public what it wants 
to know this is not its only failing. The disorganised, 
disconnected and cursory nature of its contents fails to 
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do justice to the Ministry’s work. In many cases there 
is little or no indication of the scale and character of 
the work which the department has undertaken in 
recent years. This is nowhere more marked than in 
connection with development plans. The task of re- 
ceiving and examining the maps and documents which 
make up these plans and of reading, and we hope 
considering, the reports of public enquiries together pre- 
sent a truly formidable task. Yet no breath of this 
lively and interesting task reaches the desiccated 
columns of this blue book. 

Architects and builders will mainly be concerned with 
those parts of the report which deal with housing, plan- 
ning and New Towns. The Housing chapter retails 
much that is already known but it is useful to have 
the information on numbers of houses built, the sizes 
of these houses, details of subsidies paid, and so on, in 
a convenient form. There is a useful analysis of house- 
building costs, giving average costs per square foot, but 
there is no corresponding information on rents which 
would complete the picture. Similarly, there are new 
and fascinating tables setting out the general nature of 
some 70,000 applications to Rent Tribunals, but des- 
cribed, in isolation, as they are, they shed little light 
upon problems of much interest. There is a relatively 
lengthy analysis of changes in the size of houses that 
have been built, headed “ Bedroom Types,” but how 
this relates to family sizes and the rent and subsidy 
figures is left to the reader to guess. He can surely be 
excused if he concludes that it is guesswork which in- 
spires the Ministry's attitude to the problem of the right 
size of house to build. A very sketchy and unenlighten- 
ing passage is devoted to the important subject of 
Building Byelaws. This is another instance where the 
Ministry does itself less than justice; its work in this 
field deserved better description, and if the picture were 
to be a true one a proper indication should be given 
of those problems with which the Ministry have not 
yet successfully dealt. The most glaring features of this 
part of the report are twofold. In the first place, the 
success of the housing drive is very justifiably set out 
but the report endeavours to convey the impression that 
this has been achieved without any lowering of stand- 
ards. Secondly a somewhat similar criticism is to be 
made about the description of changes in rent control. 
This passage describes in over simplified form the recent 
legislative changes. No mention whatever is made of 
how these elaborate provisions are working out in 
practice. Perhaps the Ministry thought the job had 
already been done in the columns of “ The Times”; 
certainly that journal’s account was incomparably more 
informative and attractive reading. 

The Planning chapter suffers by comparison with the 
Housing chapter if only because the Housing chapter 
has a major success to record. What we all most want 
to know about planning is what the development plans 
look like and what they reveal when seen together. 
All that the report does in this respect is to present a 
somewhat meagre rehash of earlier Ministerial circulars. 
With two exceptions none of the questions which are 
commonly asked are answered. The two matters 
excepted are those of Population and Land Use 
Statistics, and even these are treated in a jejune way. A 
table is given which shows the increase in land to be 
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used for certain purposes as described in development 
plans. The table is so set out as to reveal quite sur- 
prisingly little and no real indication is given cf the 
total land to be consumed for all non-agricultural pur- 
poses in the next twenty years. Much will turn upon 
where land needed for urban purposes is to be found 
but no mention is made of this question at all. 

Two short sections of the report deal with “ Recon- 
struction and Redevelopment” and “ Town Develop- 
ment,” matters closely linked. Here a very brief 
entirely insufficient account is given of the progress, or 
lack of it, in the work of redeveloping the centres of 
the great towns. The brief passage devoted to the City 
of London is yet another example of the curiously 
misleading nature of the text of the report. Land 


acquisitions by the city are described in such a manner 


as to leave the reader in doubt as to their import. “* Are 
these acquisitions,” he may well ask, “ unusual so to be 
mentioned in this way, or is it merely fortuitous that 
the city purchases are singled out for description?” 
Nothing whatever is said upon the interesting subject of 
S.19 notices and purchases. The sections on Town 
Development describe factually what, in the main, is 
already known. Although slow progress is mentioned 
no new light is shed on the many difficulties involved. 
The paragraph which describes the Industrial Selection 
Scheme makes no mention of the fact that it is widely 
regarded as a failure—indeed, just the opposite im- 
pression is conveyed. Above all the report blithely 
ignores the root problems which face all plans to reduce 
population and congestion in our major cities; the basic 
problems which relate to employment, for example, are 
scarcely mentioned. 

The section entitled “ Development Control” might 
be expected to reveal much. Practically every builder 
and architect in the land has been in contact with this 
part of governmental activity. It is safe to say he will 
learn little from reading these passages except that it’s 
all very difficult. Two tables give certain details of 
appeals against refusal by local authorities of per- 
mission to develop. While these tables are interesting 
they are exceedingly limited. They show a continuing 
rise in the number of appeals, but the analysis of types 
of case which the report provides is not very helpful. 
No indication is given of how particular types of case 
are decided. The tables show that 35 appeals relating 
to Housing Estates were made in 1951 while 235 similar 
appeals were made in 1954, but how these were decided 
is left to the imagination. This seems a trifle odd, to 
say the least, since anyone would have opined that there 
must have been a big increase in appeals of this kind: 
what he does not know, and the Ministry does not 
tell him, is how these were handled and decided and 
what problems they have created. This is the more 
peculiar because the table which deals with Minerals 
cases gives just the information missing from the other 
tables. Such a difference in treatment presents yet 
another instance of the disconnected and unco-ordinated 
character of this scrapbook report. 

The chapter on New Towns is very short. Five pages 
are deemed enough to describe four years’ work, 
advances of £70 million and all the recent develop- 
ments in twelve New Towns. This chapter is, broadly 
speaking, an umsatisfactory precis of the existing 
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published official material on New Towns. The tables, 
however, provide much existing information in a handy 
form. 


Research, it would seem, no longer forms any part 
of the Ministry’s planning activities; at all events no 
mention is made of it having done anything. Yet when 
all this has been said the report will not be without 
some real value. Every M.P., official consultant, 
private practitioner or anyone else who wants to have 
a useful catalogue of some of the main published data 
on housing and planning matters will wish to have this 
document. He should not expect more. It is Certainly 
not a document in which the authors can feel any 
justifiable pride. Our contemporary, the “Manchester 
Guardian,” has suggested that the authors found “their 
material was uninspiring” and that the period ™ re- 
flected a loss of vitality ” in all fields except in that of 
the housing. While we share that view it seems only 
partially to explain the result. Perhaps part of the 
explanation is to be found elsewhere. It seems unlikely 
that this report has been regarded as a matter of much 
importance in official circles. This report, on first 
glance, provides a feast of information, yet on closer 
inspection there is little in it that is not already common 
knowledge so far as housing and planning affairs are 
concerned; it affords only a barmecide feast. It is said 
that the report has been given a very limited circula- 
tion inside the Ministry concerned, and if this is true, 
may we hope they will have cause to feel some pride 
in the next report ?
